Reichsbishop Mueller Is 
Given Full Authority To 
Deal With Dissenters 
Within Organization. 


BERLIN, Aug. 9.—(UP)—Reischs- 
bishop Ludwig Mueller seized com- 
plete control as dictator of the Ger- 
man Kvangelical church tonight on 
behalf of Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler. 

Dr. Mueller, whom Hitler named as 
head of the church, gained approval 
of his power as supreme ruler of the 
religious side of the Protestant Ger- 
many by a vote of 48 to 11 in a hur- 
riedly called national synod here. ‘The 
delegates voted his regime absolute 
legislative power, making legal retro- 
actively his actions against all opposi- 
tion blocs. 

Thoroughly Nazi. 

The ballot was on a new law mak- 
ing the church thoroughly nazi. It 
abolishes the church flag in favor of 
the swastika, and impels pastors to 
take an oath of allegiance to Hitler, 
similar to the oath taken by the reichs- 
wehr (army). Fifty-nine of the 60 
synod votes were present or represent- 
ed by proxy.

Telegrams Pour Jn. 

All day yesterday and _ all last 
night telegrams poured into the hotel 
suite where the Robinson’s made their 
home. A shocked and stunned base- 
ball world was realizing its loss. And 
with them mourned hundreds of 


pfriends who knew the “Old Oriole” as 


a friend and not a baseball man. 

Robinson’s sudden and unexpected 
passing late Wednesday night follow- 
ing a cerebral hemorrhage was 
severe blow to his myriad of friends. 
His geniality, his profligate generos- 
ity, his keen wit and his great per- 
sonality made him an unusual figure. 

Connie Mack wired his sympathy. 
“Il have always admired him,” con- 
cluded the manager of the famous 
Philadelphia Athletics, who, now that 
John. McGraw and Robinson have 
passed on, remains as the dean of 
baseball men. 

Joe Kelly, who played at left field 
on the old Oriole team which reigned 
from 1893 to 1897 as the greatest of 
all baseball teams and the one which 
invented and performed practically all 
the inside baseball the game knows 
today, also wired his condolences. He 
is one of the last of that famous club 
which has already seen Willie Keeler, 
of “hit ‘em where they ain't” fame;

1,027 Guns Stolen 
From Guard Armories 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—(4)— 
William Stanley, acting attorney-gen- 
eral, said today the department of 
justice had called attention of the 
war department to the theft of 1,027 
guns, including 10 machine guns, from 
national guard armories in 31 states

President Reassures 
“Honest Business” and 
Has Good Word for Lib- 
eral Republicans. 


(Text of Address, Page 6.) 

EN ROUTE WITH PRFSIDENT 
ROOSEVELT—() — The _ spevciai 
train carrying President Roosevelt 
back to his desk in Washington rolled 
across Indiana into Ohio tonight after 


the chief executive climaxed his day 
with an address at Green Bay, Wis., 
telling the nation that the New Deal 
was a “square deal” to be expanded. 

All the way on the trek from 
Wistonsin into Chicago and eastward, 
thousands of citizens massed along 
railroad tracks, on embankments, at 
stations, atop buildings and other van- 
tage points to catch a glimpse of 
President Roosevelt. 

Even late at night as lights dimmed 
in the presidential car, crowds flared 
into view at the smaller stations in 
efforts to see the head of the nation. 

It was necessary to slow the train 
going through most towns and cities 
to prevent accidents, a thing that 
caused the special to run more than 
an hour late on part of its trip. 

At Chicago, the president briefly 
talked with the Illinois governor, Hen- 
ry Horner, and other notables, stayed 
only long enough for his train te 
switch from one line to another and 
left without a public appearance, ai- 
though he waved and smiled at thie 
crowds from his car. 

Nearly 20,000 persons saw the train 
as it slowed down coming through 
Gary. Ind., and Paul McNutt, the 
Hoosier governor, was among those on 
the platform. a8 

To businessmen of the nation the 
president gave the reassuring pledge: 

“This government intends no in- 
jury to honest business.” 

Speaking in deliberate and em- 
phatic voice.to another of the many 
hopeful throngs which met him at 
Green Bay, Wis., he declared “In one 
year and five montlis, the people of 
the United States have received at 
least a partial answer to their de- 
mands for action and neither the ¢e- 
mand nor the action has reached the 
end of the road.” 

With this stout word, he hastened 
tonight from the drouth-stricken area 
of this great section to the White 
House, where he arrives tomorrow to 
take over his desk after one of the 
most lengthy and intensive inspec- 
tions of the nation. 

Thanks La Follette. 

Obviously casting aside old politi- 
cal lines, the president thanked “Bob 
La Follette,” republican independent 
senator up for re-election this year 
on a new party ticket, and “Ryan” 
Duffy, democratic senator elected 
with him in 1932 from Wisconsin, 
for their “excellent co-operation” in 
the administration program. 

The crowd, stretching far out in the 
bright’ sunshine of Bay Beach park, 
applauded in approval as he re- 
marked: 

“In the gréat national movement 
that culminated in 1932, people joined 
with enthusiasm. They lent hand and 
voice to the common cause, irrespec- 
tive of many older political tradi- 
tions. They- saw the dawn of a new 
day. ‘They were on the march. They 
were coming back into the possession 
of their own homeland. 

“These high purposes must be ac- 
companied by co-operation among 
those charged by the people with the 
duties of government. I am _ glad 
to be in a state from which I have 
greatly drawn in setting up the per- 
manent and temporary agencies of 
government.” 

Hailed by Throng. 

Traveling down the Lake Michigan 
shore during the hot afternoon and 
around Chicago on the home stretch 
tonight, the president was again met 
by huge throngs at every cross roads 
and city. 

Stephen E, Early, a secretary to 
the president, reported he was re- 
eeiving stacks of messages of _ re- 
sponse to the presidential speech at 
every stop. 

Mr. Roosevelt took notice of crit- 
ics and particularly those asking for 
a message of “confidence.” 

Confidence Here. 

“There is no lack of confidence on 
the part of those businesmen, farm- 
ers and workers who clearly read the 
signs of the times,” he asserted. 
“Sound economic imprevement comes 
from the improved conditions of the 
whole population and not a small frac- 
tion thereof.

It can and will 
be attained.”

orm. Governor A. G. Schmedeman, 
democrat, introduced Mr. Roosevelt. 


500,000 Facing Death 
In Chinese Drouth Area 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 9.—(?)—Re- 
ports to the national government 
from the drouth-stricken province 
of Auhwei said today that 500,000 
men, women and children are fac- 
ing starvation, being virtually with- 
out food and water. 

The Anhwei authorities have ap- 
pealed to the central government 
for aid but it appeared doubtful if 


speedy assistance, if any at all, 
could be rendered. 

With temperature ranging up to 
120 degrees Fahrenheit, day ~ and 
night, the toll in death and suffer- 
ing has been the heaviest in China 
within memory, and many sections 
have been without rains for two or 
more months.

AND COTTON SCORE 
SWEEPING GAINS 


Trading in White Metal 
Futures Suspended by 
Commodity Exchange 
Officials After Decree. 


By the Associated Press. 

Rising markets and a falling dollar 
yesterday were the financial world’s 
answer to President Roosevelt's order 
for the nationalization of silver. 

An ardent inflationist advocate, 
Senator Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma, 
said in Washington it meant an era 
of prosperity-.and an _ international 
monetary conference, — 

Commodity exchange officials sus- 
pended trading in silver futures after 
word of the nationalization decree. 
Trading in the metal may not be re- 
sumed. The spot price just before the 
close was 49 1-4 cents an _ ounce 
against the government's 50.01 cents. 
.The boards in Chicago, Winnipeg 
and other leading markets bore new 
high figures for the year for virtually 
all grains, although there was some 
reaction on profit taking. 

Cotton advanced from 16 to 17 
points a pound. 

Early losses in the securities mar- 
kets were wiped out after news of the 
action and most stocks followed the 
upward lead of the silver issues. Bonds 
turned down. 

The dollar fell in London to $5.07 
to the pound and declined also on oth- 
er foreign exchanges, 

In Reno, Ney., Senator Pittman, 
democrat, Nevada, a silver bloc leader, 
predicted a steady increase in the price 
of the metal and said: “This will set- 
tle the silver question forever.” 


INFLATIONARY ASPECT 
SEEN IN SILVER ORDER 
NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—(/)—Specu- 
laters placed an inflationary interpre- 
tation upon President Roosevelt’s na- 
tionalization of silver today, and prices 
of equities and staples rose briskly. 
Wall Street banking authorities, 
however, took a more conservative 
view, etpressing the opinion that ‘the 
nationalization of the metal in itself 
meant little if any increase in cur- 
rency in circulation, and might be 


construed as inflationary only in so 


far as it might be a forerunner of 
further monetary developments. 

Share prices, however, after an 
early slump of $1 to $2 a share in 
many issues, not only recovered their 
losses, but advanced to record scores 
of net gains of $1 to more than $3. 
Foreign exchange speculators sold dol- 
lars, and the American currency drop- 
ped to.a discount in terms of Euro- 
pean gold currencies for the first 
time since last May. 

Renewed Vigor. 

The recent advance in_ principal 
commodities, inspired first by crop 
damage from thé ravages of the 
drouth, seemed to draw renewed 
vigor from the silver news. “Corn, 
which has suffered from the extreme 
temperatures of the past few days,

Then, too, the supply which the

The t ry will issue notes 
emounting only to the money paid out 
for the stocks. Consequently, addi- 
tional currency to be ‘issued will be 
small, comparatively speaking. 

But Thomas interpreted the action 
to mean that silver is “at last pri- 
mary money.” Nationalization. he 
added, could bring only the “over- 
throw of the world-wide gold bloc.”

He confidently predicted an inter- 
national monetary agreement affect- 
ing both precious metals and called 
off a speaking tour he had arranged 
to urge additional currency inflation. 
_it. was the Oklahoman’s view that 
silver could be nationalized only if 
it were regarded as “primary money.” 

‘This means,” he said, “that the 
strongest and richest nation has decid- 
ed to make a wider use of silver as 
money. This will cause other nations 
to adopt a similar policy.” 

Morgenthau Silent. 

Secretary Morgenthau made no 
comment on the reasons for the na- 
tionalization, merely saying: “I'm re- 
lieved that it’s all over.” He said 
nothing when told that Thomas charg- 
ed that the recent sharp rise in the 
price of silver showed there had been 
a “leak” as to the treasury’s inten- 
tion, po 
It was pointed out, however, that 
silver is approaching a world price of 
0 cents an ounce and that under the 
silver purchase act the price the gov- 
ernment can pay for domestic supplies 
1s &@ maximum of 50.01 cents. 

Some observers said continued treas- 
ury buying to carry out the mandate 
of the law, which specified that the 
supply of silver maintained as a cur- 
rency hase should be one-third that 
of gold. might force the world price 
above 50 cents. In that event, it was 
asserted, there would he a temptation 
to smuggle domestic silver out of the 
country. Nationalization would pre- 
vent that.

LAND IN ENGLAND: 


Ayling and Reid Conquer 


|: Atlantic But Fall Far 


‘Short of Objective. 


LONDON, . Aug. 9. ames 
Ayling and Leonard Reid, adventure- 
some Canadian fliers, completed 4 
trip across the Atlantic’ ocean. today, 
but storms they encountered defeated 
their effort to set a new “non-stop 
airplane flight record. 

They landed here this evening. aban- 
doning their effort to fly from Wasaga 
Beach, Ont. to Baghdad, Iraq. after 
ocean storms had buffeted their sturdy 
black biplane about for many hours. 

Ayling and Reid came down at Hes- 
ton airport a little disavpointed but 
still cheerful, at 5.07 p. m.. G. M. T 
(11:07 a. m. Atlanta time). 

They had come from the shores of 
Lake Ontario, had crossed eastern 
Canada and the north Atlantic ocean, 
in 31 hours and 7 minutes. 

The unexpected difficulties of com- 
bating fog, adverse wind and rain 
squalis over the ocean made it neces- 
sary for them to use large quantities 


‘Moreover, the controls of their 
plane, the Trail of the Caribou, jam- 
med dangerously several times and 
there were indications they might 
cause more trouble. Ahead the weath- 
er was becoming ificreasingly unfa- 
vorable. 

Over England the fliers made a 
hasty calculation and concluded they 
did not have enough fuel aboard to 
break the existing long-distance flight 
record of 5,657.6 miles. The record 
out of their grasp, they decided to stup 
at London. 

The fliers circled over Hendon and 
Stag Line airports on the north side 
of London and then flew over to the 
Heston airdrome. 

They were completely unexpected. 
One attendant said they came down 
as nonchalantly “as if they had come 
from just around the corner.” 

Asked why they chose to land at 
Heston, Reid jokingly replied, “We 
understood the beer was best here.” 

After refreshment and some tele- 
phoning the Canadians climbed back 
into their plane and taxied across the 
field to test the troublesome controls. 


Olson Defends Rule - 
Of Military in Strike 


MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 9.—(?)— 
Governor Floyd B. Olson today de- 
scribed as a “deliberate trap” the 
attempt to move a truck July 20 
which resulted in two deaths and 
more than three score wounded as 
police fired upon strikers who sought 
to stop the machine. 

The incident occurred six days be- 
fore the governor ordered military 
rule in the city. It was this order 
the chief executive was defending be- 
fore a three-judge federal court to- 
day, arguing against the petition of 
10 trucking firms for an injunction 
against the continued use of national 
guardsmen. 

After hearing the governor's ex- 
tended argument, in which he also 
attacked the court's jurisdiction, the 
court took the case under advise- 
ment. Plaintiffs attacked the -mili- 
tary rule order. as unnecessary and 
unconstitutional. 

Otherwise the situation in the 24- 
day-old strike was quiet today with 
7,200 trucks, 75 per cent of normal, 
moving under military permit and 
peace negotiations at a standstill. 

Governor Olson asserted he had 
been asked by Sheriff John Wall, of 
Hennepin county, in which is Min- 
neapolis, to give national guardsmen 
“absolute control’ over the strike 
situation after the incident of July 20. 


ALABAMA WOULD BAN 


UNTAXED CIGARETS 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Aug. 9.— 
(P)—Alabama will call on the NRA 
for aid in its fight against the inter- 
state shipment of tax-free cigarets 
into the state that threatens to re- 
duce the tobacco tax revenue pledged 
to education. 

S. R. Butler, state tax commis- 
sioner, announced today that one of 
his field agents would confer tomor- 
row at Birmingham with an NRA 
representative. His announcement 
followed the acquittal of Judson 
Mitchell, of Pensacola, in city court 
on charges of selling cigarets without 
a license, and in the Montgomery 
county court of common pleas on a 
charge of violating the state tobacco 
tax law. 

In both cases Mitchell was acquit- 
ted on his contention that he was an 
agent of a Pensacola, Fla., tobacco 
dealer and that the state was with- 
cut authority to tax interstate com- 
merce,

BUCHAREST, Rumania. Aug. 9. 
(P)\—Two trains loaded with gasoline 
and oi] crashed head-on tonight just 
outside the Rekea station on the 
Bucharest-Criova line, bursting into 
flames after a spectacular explosion. 

The train crews on both were 
killed. 

One of the trains was supposed to 
have waited at the station, but through 
a switching error they collided while 
under way. The flames were seen 50 
miles away.

VALTY ISSUE 
PITMAN STATE 


Candidate at Newnan 
Says It’s Question of 
‘FDR or Talmadge.’ 


NEWNAN, Ga., Aug. 9.—In a 
speech here Thursday night Judge 
Claude C. Pittman, bringing his gov- 
ernorship campaign to Coweta county, 
declared that “There is only one ma- 
jor issue in this race and that is 
whether Georgia shall travel with Eu- 
gene ‘Talmadge or Franklin D. Roose- 
velt.’

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Text of Roosevelt’s Order 
| Nationalizing Silver Supply 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—(AP)~— 
Following is the text of President 
Roosevelt's proclamation national- 
szing domestic supplies of silver 
Bullion: 

“Whereas, by paragraph (2) of sec-

gress approved May 12, 1933 (Public

“Whereas, the silver purchase act 
pf 1934, approved June 19, 1934, pro- 
wides in Section 2, 5 and 7, in part, 
gs follows: 

It is hereby declared 
to be the policy of the United States 
that the proportion of silver to gold 
in the monetary stocks of the United 
States should be increased, with the 
ultimate objective of having and main- 
taining, one-fourth of the monetary 
value of such stocks in silver. 

“Section 5. 
treasury is authorized and directed tv 
Issue silver certificates in such de- 
nominations as he may from time 
to time prescribe in a face amount 
not less than the cost of all silver 
purchased under the authority of Sec- 
tion 3, and such certificates shall be 
placed in actual circulation. There 
shall be maintained in the treasury 
as security for all silver certificates 
heretofore or hereafter issued and at 
the time outstanding an amount of 
Bilver in bullion and standard silver 
dollars of a monetary value equal to 
the face amount of such silver cer- 
tificates. All silver certificates here- 
tofore or hereafter issued shall be de- 
clared legal tender for all debts, pub- 
Jie and private, public charges, taxes, 
duties, and dues, and shall be redeem- 
able on demand at the treasury of the 
United States in standard silver dol- 
Jars and the secretary of the treasury 
is authorized to coin standard silver 
dollars for such redemption.

“Now, therefore, finding it neces- 
sary, in my judgment, to effectuate 
the policy of the silver purchase act 
of 1934, to assist in increasing and 
stabilizing domestic prices, to protect 
onr foreign commerce against the ad- 
verse effect of depreciated foreign cur- 
rencies, and to promote the objectives 
of the proclamation of the 21st day of 
December, 1933, relating to the coin- 
age of silver; by virtue of the power 
in me vested by the acts of congress 
above cited, and other legislation de- 
signated for national recovery, and by 
virtue of all other authority in me 
vested ; 


“I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, president 
_of the United States of America, do 
|proclaim and direct that each United 
|States mint shall receive for coinage 
or for addition to the monetary stocks 
of the United States, as hereinafter 
| determined, any silver. which such 
mint, subject to regulations prescribed 
hereunder by the secretary of the tras- 
ury. is satisfied was situated on the ef- 
fective date hereof in the continental 
United States, including the Territory 
of Alaska. 

“The silver so delivered shall be 
added to the monetary stocks of the 
United States and shall be eoined from 
time to time into standard silver dol- 
lars in such amounts as are required 
to carry out the provisions of this 
proclamation and to provide for the 
redemption of silver certificates; and 
there shall be returned therefor in 
standard silver dollars, silver certifi- 
cates, or any other coin or currency 
of the United States, the monetary 
value of the silver so delivered (that 
is, $1.2929 a fine troy ounce), less a 
deduction of 618-25 per cent thereof 
for seignorage, brassage, coinage, and 
other mint charges, such deduction 
having been determined by the secre- 
itary of the treasury with my approval. 

“The provisions hereof are supple- 
mented to the provisions of the proc- 
lamation of the 21st day of December, 
1933, and the United States coinage 
mints shall continue to receive for 
coinage in accordance with the pro- 
visions of such proclamation silver 
which such mint subject to regulations 
prescribed thereunder by the secre- 
tary of the treasury, is satisfied has 
been mined subsequently to the date of 
such proclamation, from natural de- 
posits in the United States or any 
place subject to the jurisdiction there- 
of: provided, however, that the di- 
rector of the mint shall, at the option

ROME, Aug. 9.—(#)-—A_ two-gun, 
leather-booted Italian government cabi- 
net will go to the front between 
Bologna and Florence to learn about

ll Duce ordered every cabinet min- 
ister and under-secretary in all gov- 
ernment departments to take up posts 
of command on the “line of fire” 
during army maneuvers’ scheduled 
August 19 to August 24. 

This means that the'staid Professor 
Francesco Ercolet, minister of educa- 
tion; the dignified Pietro De Francis- 
chi, minister of justice, and all the 
other sub-directors of the nation’s 
destiny must throw off the cloistered 
atmosphere of legal corridors and 
show their worth as military leaders. 

The order includes dapper, high- 
hatted, morning-coated and spattered 
Fulvio Suvich, under-secretary of 
state, who during the last year has 
conducted many of Il Duce’s most deli- 
cate international diplomatic inter- 
changes. 

He, like 58-vear-old Minister of 
Colonies De Bono. is a senator and a 
retired general. They must don olive 
drabs and equip themselves as sol- 
diers during the maneuvers which 
are to be “as serious” as peacetime 
circumstances will permit. 

That they will be serious enough 
has been assured by I] Duce’s order. 
Military officers say he intends to 
be present personally as war minister 
and commander-in-chief of the Italian 
army. The same line of maneuvers 
adopted during the naval exercises 
finished yesterday will be adopted. 

This means that troops likély will 
be required to advance under real bar- 
rages and that gas-mask drills are like- 
ly to become a serious business, car- 
ried on under tear gas and other 
fumes which would temporarily lay 
out any soldier who failed to enter 
into the proper spirit of the thing.

Uncle Sam Isn’t at All Interested — 
In Your Spoons, Dimes or Watches 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 9.—H— 
Hold on to your silver spoons, watch- 
es and dimes—the government doesn’t 
want them. 

And don’t expect your quarters and 
half dollars to turn into any differ- 


ent kind of money tomorrow from $7 


what they are today. 

These things were not changed by 
the presidential order today national- 
izing silver stocks. 

What Mr. Roosevelt and Secretary 
Morgenthau are doing is calling into 
the treasury stocks of bullion silver 
which are traded in on the commer- 
cial markets. These stocks may range 
anywhere from 45,000,000 to 250,- 
000.000 ounces. 

Buying in this silver at the rate 
of 50.1 cents an ounce is what is 
meant by “nationalizing” silver. It 
is taking government ownership of 
floating commercial stocks not being 
used in industry and commerce. 

When gold was nationalized the 
government simultaneously adopted a 
policy of taking that metal out of 
circulation as money and storing it in 
huge treasury and mint vaults as a 
permanently-guarded support for 
United States money. 

But silver is not being taken out 
of circulation. You will still jingle 
dimes and quarters—if you have them 
—in your pocket. 

The president’s order is part of 
the administrative work in carrying 


out the act of congress directing the 
treasury to build up a stock of silver 
which in relation to the — stock 
will be one. to three. e exact 
amount will depend on the varions 
in the gold stock which now exceeds 
In giving this order, congress gave 
the president authority to take over 
domestic silver stocks at a price of 
50 cents an ounce. That is what the 
president did today. 

The coinage value of silver is 
$1.2929 an ounce. That means one 
ounce of silver will be coined into 
$1.2929 in silver dollars. 

But since congress held the price 
to half a dollar, the treasury is not 
paying the coinage value. It keeps 
for the government 61 8-25 per cent 
of: the $1.2929 and pays the silver 
holder the remainder—50.01 cents. 

The government’s “share” is held 
in the vaults. The rest of the silver 
is coined into silver dollars. It will 
make just enough dollars to pay for 
the silver taken in by the nationali- 
zation, so the cost to the government 
is nothing. 

For some time the government has 
been buying newly-mined silver, pay- 
ing the miner 64 1-2 cents an ounce 
and keeping the other half of the 
$1.29 for its share. The president’s 
order doesn’t change this process and 
miners will continue to receive 64 1-2 
cents.

Paid by Employer. 

The code akthorlts for the retail 
trade, for instance, was authorized to 
collect 25 cents per employe from 
each code member, the money to be 
paid by the employer. Retail jewelry 
has a similar plan, with a contribution 
of $1 per employe scheduled to raise 
$25,642, Coffee will pay so much a 
bag, date-packing so much a_ box.

ing the silver legislation under which 
the metal was nationalized.

The law autherizes but does not di- 
rect issuance at the higher figure, the 
use of which, with silver bought at 
much lower prices, would be distinct- 
ly inflationary. 

The silver order followed by a little 
over a year the similar action calling 
in all gold. It differs, however, in 
several minor respects. Chief among 
them is that United States silver coins 
will continue to circulate’ Iegally 
whereas gold coins were withdrawn. 

Exemptions. 

Exempted from the order also were 
coins of foreign nations, or, silver 
owned by foreign governments and 
central banks, and silver in fabricated 
articles. 

Newly-mined metal will continue to 
be taken in by the treasury at 64 1-2 
cents an ounce. Silver that may he 
imported is also untouched, as well 
as that in the nation’s island pos- 
sessions. 

Treasury officials said approxi- 
mately 45,000,000 ounces were held 
in depositories recognized by the metal 
exchanges. They added any figure 
as to that hoarded elsewhere would 
be only a guess.

Operations Under NRA 
Are Outlined by Sloan 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—(4)—The 
conditions under which industry in 
general is now operating under the 
NRA should not be regarded as a per- 
manent set of circumstances, but 
should be looked upon as a challenge 
to regain what has been lost, Alfred 
P. Sloan Jr., president of General 
Motors Corporation, stated in his 
pamphlet report to stockholders cov- 
ering operations for the second quar- 
ter. 

In complying with the NRA, he 
said, the corporation had shortened 
its hours of labor, raised its wages 
and absorbed important increases in 
the cost of materials. 

“The economic influence of these 
national recovery programs on indi- 
vidual purchasing power,” he said, 
“has, in principle, been to reduce the 
spread between the real cost of living 
and the real income. 

“That being the case, 


sustain selling prices commensurate 
with increased operating. costs. The 
questions of the profit margin of in- 
dustry therefore arises, although these 
adverse influences are partly offset, 
at least in some instances, by increas- 
ed turnover.

rose another 3 cents a bushel, and 
wheat closed with gains of around 
1 1-2 cents. Cotton, after slipping 
back in profit-taking on yesterday's 
sharp rise, rose nearly $1 a bale, 
reaching new high levels since 1930. 

The first immediate effect of the 
silver nationalization was the suspen- 
sion of trading in silver futures in 
New York, probably permanently. 
Handy and Harman, leading bullion 
brokers, said they would continue to 
quote silver for use industrially. The 
New York silver futures market was 
started in 1931. and became one of 
the world’s leading speculative mar- 
kets in the white metal. With specu- 
lation ended here, the principal world 
markets remaining will London 
and Shanghai. 

Important Status. 

Wall Street monetary authorities 
were reluctant to forecast the more 
distant implications of the silver 
nationalization. It was pointed out 
that it clearly gave the metal the most 
important legal monetary status it 
has enjoyed in any major western 
country in over half a century. 

The taking over of the domestic 
stocks of silver presumably represent- 
ed a step toward active buying of the 
metal in world markets to increase 
the proportion of silver metallic re- 
serves to 25 per cent of total metal 
reserves held against currency, which 
was the objective set in the silver pur- 
chase legislation enacted by the last 
congress. 

Therefore, much higher world prices 
of silver might be anticipated, it was 
pointed out, if the treasury actively 
pursues its purchasing program. Sil- 
verites generally hold that this would 
increase the purchasing power of 
China, although many economists dis- 
agree with this view. 

Increasing Reserves. 

The issue of silver’ certificates 
against the silver which the treasury 
buys, some banking authorities 
thought, would have the effect chiefly 
of increasing bank reserves, inasmuc 
as the silver certificates given in pay- 
ment to the holders of silver would 
presumably quickly come to the banks 
in the form of deposits, and be used 
by them to inerease their reserves 
with the federal reserve banks. 

How much silver the treasury will 
get in calling all the stocks remained 
problematical, owing to the lack of any 
official figures as to the amount exist- 
ing. Licensed depositaries of the com- 
modity exchange hold about 45,000,000 
ounces, and some silver circles thought 
there might be in addition to that 
100.000.000 ounces or more, making a 
total of about 150,000.000 ounces. 


RATTLESNAKE BITE 
KILLING MINISTER 
WHO REFUSES AID 


SYLVA, N. C., Aug. 9.—(P)—A 39- 
year-old Holiness preacher lay near 
death in a mountain cabin here to- 
night—victim of his attempt to prove 
to his congregation that a rattlesnake 
could not harm a true Disciple of 
God, but still refusing medical aid. 

Albert Teester was bitten twice 
Sunday night during his attempted 
demonstration. As the fangs found 
their mark in the arm which held the 
mountain rattler aloft before his 
flock, his clerical demeanor left him, 
and he fled screaming to the church- 
yard, where he rolled in agony on 
the ground. 

Vehemently refusing to see a phy- 
sician. he likewise refused the old 
standby of mountaineers in such cases 
—corn whisky. 

“Whisky only makes the snake mad- 
der and the poison will go deeper,” he 
cried. “I am a Disciple of God, He 
will take care of it.” 

His right arm was swollen to sev- 
eral times normal size tonight. The 
skin is’ bursting as the poison works. 
His neck and back are puffed and his 
swollen tongue will hardly yield itself 
to language. He takes food from 4a 
spoon in the hands of his followers. 
But still he refuses medical aid, and 
death was believed but a matter of 
hours. 

Residents of the town learned of 
the case today, and sought to enlist 
the aid of welfare workers—but they 
were believed too late. 

Teester’s wife died several years ago 
after a long illness, during which- she 
steadfastly refused to see a doctor . 

T r constantly preached his 
ability, through bis belief, to handle 
fire and undergo ail sorts of human 
tortures without suffering.

RELIEF IN SIGHT 
FOR MIDDLE WEST 


Cool Wave En _ Route 
From Alaska and North- 
western Canada. 


By. the Associated Press. 

A cool wave en route from Alaska 
and northwestern Canada with a cargo 
of relief for perspiring middle west- 
ern states traveled far behind sched- 


ule Thursday and only South Dakota 
was able to quaff its refreshing rains 
and breezes. 

Te peratures above 100 again were 
commonplace es cloudiess skies per- 
mitted the sun to make an unob- 
structed sweep of drouth-ridden farm- 
lands, 

Missouri, which with Kansas has 
borne the brunt of the current heat 
wave, again was the focal point of 
attack. Maryville, Mo., led .the state 
and nation with a temperature of 113. 
Jefferson City, Mo., recorded 107. 
Close behind came St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Kirkville, all with 106. 

Rains accompanied the cool wave 
at Sioux Falls, Yankton, Mitchell, 
Brookings and Watertown, S. D. Tem- 
peratures ranged from 55 degrees at 
Aberdeen to 62 at Pierre. Almost an 
inch of rain fell at Watertown. 

For the second consecutive day, 
the temperature’ at Springfield, Il., 
exceeded 107. The official thermometer 
recorded 108 degrees, half a degree 
above the previous all-time record of 
107.5, set Wednesday. 

High humidity added to the discom- 
fitures of the 94-degree heat at Chi 
cago, but toward mid-afternoon the 
temperature dropped to 91 and. occa- 
sional breezes gave a measure of re- 
lief. 

One heat death was recorded at 
Kansas City. Two died of heat and 
three drowned in Ohio. Two persons 
dropped dead after heat strokes in 
Illinois, 

Des Moines, Iowa, had a reading of 
102 degrees. When the thermometer 
recorded 100 at Oklahoma City it 
was the 36th consecutive day of tem- 
peratures there about or equal to the 
100 mark. No rain was.in sight at 
Milwaukee, where it was 88. 

The reading at South Bend, Ind., 
was 102. At St. Paul, the tempera- 
ture was 81 degrees, ten points lower 
than on Wednesday. 

The southwest shared in the heat 
wave. It was 102 at Phoenix. while 
Dallas had an even 100 and Tucson 
102. Showers fell in northern Utah 
and souther Idaho. The temperature 
at Salt Lake City was 81. The Pa- 
cific coast enjoyed mild weather. 

Showers fell at Washington, D. C., 
where the temperature remained in 
the eighties. New York was more 
comfortable with 77. Moderate tem- 
peratures prevailed in Pennsylvania. 

Two persons were known dead and 
18 others were missing as a cloud- 
burst and terrific hail storm struck 
in the Denver area. 

Swirling waters cascading down a 
canyon caught some of the victims in 
their automobiles. Others were swept 
from a foot bridge into the roaring 
waters. 

Not far from Marshall, Mo., a silo 
exploded, presumably as a result of the 
intense heat and three fires in Mob 
erly, Mo., dwindled the drouth-shrunk 
water supply. 


FOOD, FEED CROP SHORTAGE 
FACED IN MEMPHIS AREA 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 9 
A severe shortage of food and feed 
crops threatened this section of the 
agricultural south today. 3 

As the heat and drouth brotght 
continued suffering in large areas of 
west Tenessee, north Mississippi and 
Arkansas, meteorologists sought in 
vain for signs of forthcoming relief. 

Although large parts of the south, 
particularly the southeast, have pros- 
pects of generous harvests, the plight 
of the southwestern section is in sharp 
contrast. 

At Memphis, where one negro died 
last night as a result of a temperature 
here of 105 degrees yesterday—one de- 
gree below the all-time record—County 
Agricultural Agent L. J. Keer called 
upon farmers in the surrounding rural 
territory to plow up their sunbaked 
crops and start anew for fall. 

Estimating that in Shelby county 
(Memphis) 50 per cent of the corn 
crop and 60 per cent of the hay crop 
are beyond redemption, Kerr called 
on the farmers to “wake up and pre- 
pare their lands for the planting of a 
new crop with the first good rain.”

Roosevelt Gives Wisconsin ry 
| Message of New Confidence 


GREEN BAY, Wis., Aug. 8—(AP) 
The following is text of President 
Roosevelt's address today at Green 
Bay: 

ad glad to take part in the 
commemoration of the landing in 
Green Bay of the man who can 


_ truly be. called the first white pio- 


neer of Wisconsin. 

Ov:r all the years the purposes 
of the men and women who estab- 
lished civilization in Wisconson and 
in the northwest were the same as 
those that simulated the earlier set- 
tlers of the Atlantic Seaboard. Men 
everywhere throughout Europe had 
suffered from the imperfect and often 
unjust governments of their home 
lands, and were driven by deep de- 
sire to find security and enlarged 
opportunity for themselves and their 
children. The new population flow- 
ing into our new lands of oppor- 
tunity was a mixed population, dif- 
fering often in language, in exter- 
nal customs and in habits of thought. 
But in one thing they were alike— 
they shared a deep purpose to rid 
themselves forever of the jealousies, 
the prejudices, the intrigues and th2 
violence, whether internal or exter- 
nal, that disturbed their lives abroad. 


THEY SOUGHT A LIFE 
LESS FETTERED. 


They sought a life less fettered 
by the exploitations that selfish men 
set up in governments that are not 
free They sought a wider oppor- 
tunity for the average man. 

Having achieved the initial ad- 
venture of migration to new homes, 
they moved forward to the further 
adventure of establishing forms of 
government and methods of operat- 
ing these forms of government that 
might assure them of the things that 
they sought. They believed that men, 
out of their intelligence and their 
self-discipline could create and use 
forms of government that would not 
enslave the human spirit, but free 
it and nourish it. They did not fear 
government, because they know that 
government in the new world was 
their own. 

They built here in Wisconsin a 
state destined for extraordinary 
achievements. They set up institutions 
to enforce law and order, to care 
fer the unfortunate, to promote the 
arts of industry and agriculture. 
They built a university and school 
system as enlightened as any that 
the world affords. They set up 
against all selfish private interests 
the organized authority of the peo- 
ple themselves through the state. 
They transformed utilities into pub- 
lic servants instead of private means 
of exploitation. 

TWO-FOLD BATTLE 
TO ATTAIN RIGHTS. 

The average man in Wisconsin 
waged a long and bitter fight for his 
rights. Here, and in the nation at 
large, this battle has been two-fold. 

He has had to fight nature. From 
the time that the settlers started to 
clear the land until now, he has been 
compelled to assert the power of his 
brains and courage over the blind 
powers of the wind and the sun and 
the soil. He paid no heed to the re- 
actionaries who would tell him that 
mankind must stand impotent before 
the forces of nature. Year after 
year, as science progressed and his 
mastery of the mysteries of the phys- 
ical universe increased, he had been 
turning nature, once his hard mas- 
ter, into useful servitude. 

That is why, on this trip across 
the northern part of our continent, 
I have been so moved by the dis- 
tressing effects of a widespread 
drouth and at the* same time s0 
strengthened in my belief that sci- 


from now on to undo the many mis- 
takes men have made in the. past 
and to aid the good forces of nature 
and the good impulses of men instead 
of fighting against them. 

CARRY FORWARD SPIRIT 

OF PIONEER LEADERS. 


We are but carrying forward the 
pioneering spirit ef the fathers when 
we apply the pioneering methods to 
the better use of vast land and water 
resources—what God has given us 
to use as trustees not only for our- 
selves but for future generations. 

But man is fighting also those 
forces which disregard human co- 
operation and human rights in ——— 
that kind of individual profit whic 
gained at the expense of his fel- 
ows. 


monious and _ co-operative action 
among human beings as it is to con- 
quer the forces of nature. Only 
through the submerging of individual 
desires into unselfish and practical 
co-operation can civilization grow. 

In the great national movement 
that culminated in 1932, people join- 
ed with enthusiasm. They lent hand 
and voice to the common cause, It- 
respective of many older political tra- 
ditions. They saw the dawn of a 
new day. They were on the march; 
they were coming back into the pos- 
session of their own home land. ; 

As the humble instruments of their 
vision and power, those of us who 
were chosen to serve them in 1932 
turned to the great task. 

In one year and five months, the 
people of the United States have re- 
ceived at least a partial answer to 
their demands for action and neither 
the demand nor the action has reach- 
ed the end of the road. 

ACTION IS HAMPERED 
BY TWO TYPES OF MEN. 

But action may be delayed by two 
types of individuals. Let me cite ex- 
amples: First, there is a man 
whose objectives are wholly right 
and wholly progressive but who de- 
clines to co-operate or even to dis- 
cuss methods of arriving at the ob- 
jectives because he insists on his own 
methods and nobody else's. 

The other type to which I refer is 
the individual who demands some 
message to the people of the United 
States that will restore what he calls 
“confidence.” When I hear this I 
cannot help but remember that the 
pleas made by government and cer- 
tain types of so-called “big business” 
all through the years 1930, 1931 and 
1932 that the the only thing lacking 
in the United States was confidence. 

“Before I left on my trip, I re- 
ceived two letters from important men, 
both of them pleading that I say 
something to restore confidence. To 
both of them I wrote identical an- 
swers: “What would you like to 
have me say?” From one of them 
I have received no reply at all six 
weeks later. I take it that he is 
still wondering how to answer. The 
other man wrote me frankly that in 
his judgment the way to restore con- 
fidence was for me to declare that 
all supervision by all forms of gov- 
ernment, federal and state, over ail 
forms of human activity called busi- 
ness should be forthwith abolished. 


LAW OF TOOTH AND CLAW

Cotton Acreage Gain 
Is Foreseen by Cobb 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—(?)— 
Cully A. Cobb, chief of the farm ad- 
ministration’s cotton section, said to- 
day the prospective cotton crop of 
9,195,000 bales “definitely points” to- 
ward an increase in cotton acreage in 
1935. 

The administration cannot yet de- 
termine how much this increase wilt 
be, he added, pointing out that the 
situation in western Europe would be 
an important -factor in deciding how 
much cotton should grown. 

Other farm administration officials 
said today that if this year’s crop 
holds to the figure indicatec and pres- 
ent consumption continues, acreage 
next year may be increased to between 
32,500,000 and 35,000,000 acres, aim- 
ing at total production in 1935 of ap- 
proximately 13,000,000 bales. 

“We will move back to normal pro- 
duction as rapidly as economic condi- 
tions will permit but we must main- 
tain a balance between production and 
demand,” Cobb declared. — 

“Enless some control is exercised 
we will return to the old surplus situ- 
tion.”

INSECT POWDER 
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Means To Modernize Homes 


Explained by FHA Officials 


WASHINGTON, Aus. 9.—(P)— 
The federal housing administration 
issued rules and regulations today 
under which banks and lending insti- 
tutions may participate in the cam- 
paign to modernize and repair mil- 


lions of American homes and com- 
mercial. buildings. 


Automatically the regulations elim- 
inated a sizable number of property 
owners from the prospective borrow- 
ing by providing that property to be 
improved must be unincumbered by 
delinquent taxes or assessments. 

For many home owners, however, 
the rules mean they wil] be able to 
a a new porch or install an extra 
ath on about the same basis they 
would purchase a new automobile— 
on the installment plan. 

The government will not advance 
the money. It 
ing institutions such as banks and 
finance companies, which will charge 
no more than $5 per $100 in interest 
or fees. This approximates the cov- 
erage rate for similar loans. a

FLETCHER EXCORIATES 
"NEW DEAL’ POLIGIES 


G. O. P. Chairman Opens 
Midwest Drive in Speech 
at Springfield, Ill. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Bae. 9.—(P) 
Leading an attack upon the New Deal 
in 108-degree heat. Republican Nation- 
al Chairman Henry P. Fletcher today 
asked November votes for “the party 
of sound economic policies.” 

Fletcher was one of 20 speakers be- 
fore the republican national conven- 
tion, held on the hottest day in Spring- 
field’s history. 

In starting the midwestern drive

U. S. To Collect Taxes

Undernourished Babies Being Saved 
AtGrady ThroughFERA Additions 


By RALPH T. JONES. 

A scure of pitiful little morsels of 
skin and bone, babies so underuour- 
ished that malnutrition sores have 
broken out on many of them, babies 
whose heads are covered with tight 
drawn skin and whose arms and legs 
move feebly on their cots, are being 
fed back to rosy health and strength 
in the new children’s ward on the top 
floor of Grady hospital. 

Practically all of these little ones, 
vicarious victims of depression days 
whose mothers cannot provide the 
nourishment they need, would have 
died before Grady hospital had its new 
children’s ward. For there was then 
no méans of saving them. 

‘Today, in the bright, sunlit ward, 
with a diet kitchen adjoining where 
experts in baby feeding prepare the 
special foods needed, the majority will 
survive, to grow up into strong and 
healthy citizens of Georgia. 

Superintendent John B, Franklin, 
of Grady hospital, is rather pathetical- 
ly proud of the new children’s ward. 
Pathetic because it has been needed so 
long and because it is so new, only 
opened this week, 

“It means, literally, the difference 
between life and death for these lit- 
tles ones,” he explains simply. 

The children’s ward is but one of 
the innumerable improvements that 
have been made at Grady through the 
expenditure of approximately $200, 
by the CWA and the FERA. 

There is a new white maternity 
ward, several additional wards for 
white men and for white women, and 
there is a large and badly needed ex- 
ransion of quarters for the colored 
clinic. 

Large savings in operation have 
been effected by the centralization of 
the kitchens, the supply room, Jabora- 
tory, sterilization plant, etc. Super- 
intendent Franklin declare’ that the 
Savings resulting from establishment 
of one central diet kitchen for the en- 
tire hospital, in place of half a dozen 
as previously, meant saving about 
$27.000 annually. 

Without the addition of any new 
equipment but simply by placing it 
all in-one room. under the supervision 


of the chief engineer, there is now am- 


ple facility for sterilization, for in- 
stance, a service that in the old days 
used to be a constant problem. 

A system has been installed in all 
wards whereby every patient may, if 
desired, secure privacy through mov- 
a curtains that hang around each 


The entire building is. being refin- 
ished, in the interior, with sanitary 
wall finish and new paint. Private 
rooms where patients who have just 
come from the operating room may 
remain until the after effects of the 
anaesthetic and the operation have 
passed, are now provided. 


The machine and paint shop, which 
formerly provided a serious fire haz- 
ard as well as a noise nuisance when 
it was located immediately beneath 
the white maternity ward, has been 
moved to a new building of its own 
some distange from the hospital build- 
ing proper. 

New sun porches are being erected 
outside many of the wards. And a 
large new building on the colored 
wing, to remedy a serious condition 
of overcrowding, is well on with its 
construction. 


But, with all the improvements, it 
is the children’s wards on the roofs 
that are the chief pride of Superin- 
tendent Franklin and the Grady board 
of trustees. 

Now children can lie in*the sun- 
shine, letting its healing rays. bring 
new strength and health to young 
bodies. In the wards proper each 
bed is divided from its neighbor’s by 
glass partitions, which lessen’ the 
chances of infection, while permitting 
full ventilation. 

here are special baths, special 
equipment .for special treatments and 
everything required in the modern 
hospital. 

And there is that. children’s diet 
kitchen, where enthusiastic nurses 
and dieticians, spotless in their linen 
uniforms, fill batteries of nursing bot- 
tles with the special foods best adapt- 
ed to each little patient and ‘from 
whence flows the strength-giving nour- 
ishment that hard times had cut off 
from the natural source.

_ Communism and Christianity march 
In opposite directions and churches 
must provide a substitute for com- 
— or succumb to it, Dr. Dodd 
said. , 

“There are many voices crying 
above the confusion claiming to have 
a remedy for the sick world,” the 
American churchman asserted. “Some 
of these voices are nationalism, bol- 
shevism, industrialism and socialism. 
But their appeals are geographical, 
racial and class. They are therefore 
inadequate to meet the problems of 
the world. No remedy is adequate 
which does not have a universal ap- 
plication, 

“But there is one other voice, 
communism, which does claim univer- 
sal implications. It claims to trans- 
cend all boundary lines. Communism 
asks for nothing less than world do- 
minion, even the dethronement of God 
and the overthrow of all existing 
order. ; 

“Communism therefore stands as 
the one supreme challenge to Chris- 
tianity. The giant stalks in the valley 
hurling defiance at Israel’s God. 

“To personify the situation: There 
are two Jews who challenge the 
world’s attention and ask the world 
to follow them. One of them isa Carl 
Marx, communist, and the other is 
Jesus, the Christ. 

“Communism is motivated by self- 
ish ends, Christianity by benevolent 
purpose. Communism says ‘What is 
thine is mine. I will take it.’ Chris- 
tianity says ‘What is mine is thine. 
You may have it as you need it.’... 

“Communism starts and ends with 
temporarities : Christianity _ deals 
with the eternals.”’

THE “SILVER SHIRTS” PROBE. 

The exclusion of the public from 
the congressional probe into com- 
munist activities in Los Angeles on 
the ground that the evidence is 
such as to possibly lead to inter- 
national complications, emphasizes 
the necessity for a rigid inquiry 
into the purposes and methods of 
radical organizations in the United 
States. 

There have been both govern- 
mental and private investigations of 
red activities, but the only fruit they 
have borne has been in the shape 
of recommendations which have 
been laid aside and soon forgotten. 
In the meantime these vicious or- 
ganizations, and the radical agita- 
tors who head them, have continued 
their boring from within until they 
have gotten a foothold in every sec- 
tion of the country. 

It is amazing that the American 
people are apparently willing to ac- 
cept apathetically the development 
of such facts as have come out of 
the congressional investigation of 
the California “Silver Shirts’ or- 
ganization. It has been convincing- 
ly shown that this organization has 
seriously plotted the ultimate over- 
throw of the United States govern- 
ment, and has secured, through 
bribery, arms and ammunition from 
military sources. 


Back of such organizations and of 
the activities of radical leaders who 
are busily fomenting strikes and un- 
rest of all kinds from the Atlantic 
‘to the Pacific, are parent organi- 
_ zations in foreign countries. There 
can be no possible doubt that the 
communist organization in the 
United States is being supported 
from Russia, and that the Hitler 
government is sending many thou- 
sands of dollars to America for 
propaganda purposes and to aid in 
the formation of nazi organizations 
here. 

All of these organizations have as 
their chief objective the overthrow 
of the American form of govern- 
ment. Washington has the right 
not only to break them up and jail 
their leaders, but to deal sternly 
with the foreign governments in- 
volved. 

There is only one way to deal 
with radicalism when it sticks its 
ugly ahead above the surface. That 
is to stamp it down in such a man- 
ner as will remove it as a threat 
to a law-abiding community. At- 
lanta, in the treatment accorded the 
communists who many months 
ago attempted to stir up strife here, 
furnished a fine example of how 
these malcontents should be dealt 
with. 

With these agitators either be- 
hind the bars or out under heavy 
bonds, others of their ilk have given 
the city a wide berth. So while 
other cities have had to undergo 
violence and widespread unrest be- 
cause of communist activities, we 
have been entirely free of trouble 
from this source. 

What Atlanta has done should be 
done by every other city in the 
country and by the state and fed- 
eral governments. If not, the canker 
of discontent will grow until its 
elimination will be a far more seri- 
ous task than it is now. 


PROTECTING THE TOTS. 

During the past few days a shock- 
ing number of Atlanta children have 
been injured by automobiles, in 
practically every instance the mo- 
torist having been cleared of re- 
sponsibility for the accident. 

There is a moral obligation upon 
every operator of a vehicle, what- 
ever its nature, on the public thor- 
oughfares to exert every possible 
care to avoid injury to a child. The 
little tots and larger youngsters are 
too enthusiastic in their play to 
possess the proper regard for their 
safety, and all too often a game of 
tag or some similar amusement 
winds up with a boy or girl dart- 
ing suddenly into the path of an 
oncoming automobile. 

The great majority of automo- 
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oblivion, according to a railroad re- 


 pilists would rather run the risk of 
injury to themselves than to run 
down one. of these youngsters, but 
generally the crisis comes so sud- 
denly that the driver is unable to 
prevent an accident. 

All the more reason, therefore, 
that autoists when driving through 
sections where children are at play 
should move slowly and use every 
precaution. It is far better to 
be delayed somewhat in passing 
through such sections than to carry 
through life the memory of a little 
form crushed down. 

No parent should permit a child 
to play unattended in the streets, 
and even under the watchful eyes 
of their elders the youngsters are 
liable to place themselves suddenly 
in the path of danger. Every child 
should have the peril of the streets 
firmly impressed upon his mind. 

Greater watchfulness by parents 
and more care by motorists are 
necessary to prevent such a series 
of accidents as has saddened the 
city this week. 


TWO DECADES OF UNREST. 


Few periods in the history of the 
world have been so beset with revo- 
lution and unrest as the two dec- 
ades that have elapsed since the be- 
ginning of the World War in 1914. 
Since 1918, the United States 
News of Washington points out— 


Forty-five nations have been swept 
by revolutions, bloody and bloodless, 
or by revolutionary uprising of a se- 
rious nature. Governments have been 
toppled over, or gravely threatened, 
by® force of the psychological, polit- 
ical and economic adjustment which 
became necessary following the close 
of the world’s greatest war. 

The Washington newspaper pre- 
sents with its article a graphic map 
depicting in black and white the 
portions of the globe which have 
suffered from governmental changes 
and those which still have the same 
governments which existed when 
the great conflict began. It shows 
a great expanse of black, with but 
few white spots to indicate the 
countries where peace has pre- 
vailed. 


In Europe, only Great Britain, 
France, Belgium, Holland, Norway, 
Sweden and Switzerland have es- 
caped. The vast proportion of the 
continent and all of Asia have suf- 
fered either from war or from ma- 
jor conditions of unrest that have 
resulted in numerous revolutions. 
In South America, likewise, in- 
ternal disturbances and wars with 
their neighbors have been numer- 
ous with the Latin American na- 
tions. Only Colombia, Venezuela 
and Guiana, all on the northern 
border of the continent, have had 
no disturbances. 

While the United States and Can- 
ada have been at peace, both in- 
ternally and with the rest of the 
world, the North American conti- 
nent has not escaped without its 
troubles, as Mexico underwent rev- 
olutions in 1920 and 1929. 

Now, 16 years after the end of 
the “war to end wars,” the world 
completes a period of record un- 
rest to find conditions very largely 
similar to those that brought about 
the World War, with Austria seeth- 
ing and Germany a threat to the 
peace of the world. 

During the years since the end 
of the war Great Britain and the 
United States, the two great Anglo- 
Saxon nations, have stood as prac- 
tically the sole bulwark of world 
stability. They are still the best 
assurance that universal peace will 
not again fall before the animosi- 
ties and antipathies of less level- 
headed peoples.

| HEALTH TALKS |

POPULAR FALLACIES ABOUT 
FAT. 


A correspondent says that he drank 
milk by the quart under the super- 
vision of my learned colleagues, yea, 
by the gallon, in a futile attempt to 
gain weight, but his weight did not 
increase. However, since repeal he 
has been drinking about a quart of 
beer a day and he now weighs about 
what a man of his age, height and 
political faith should weigh. He has 
ained 23 pounds since he switched 
rom milk to beer. 

Another sophisticated layman as- 
sures me that any one who wishes to 
reduce can lose weight rapidly by just 
eating a lot of lemons, 

First let us dispose of the beer and 
then the lemons. 

_As I have explained here several 
times, a pint of beer yields 240 calories 
if we assume that all the alcohol in 
it is oxidized in the body and utilized 
in place of food to provide heat or 
energy. Certainly if an odor of al- 
cohol or aldehyde is perceptible on 
the breath of an individual who has 
taken a pint of beer, not all the alco- 
hol has been utilized by the body in 
place of food. But granting that the 
correspondent who thinks he grew fat 
on a quart of beer a day is capable of 
oxidizing and utilizing the ounce of 
alcohol in that much beer, he gets 
only 480 calories a day from the beer. 
He could get 480 calories from only 
1 1-2 pints of milk or from one-half 
pint of cream, or from a moderate 
helping of pancakes with syrup or 
from a nut fudge sundae, any of which 
would be easier for an individual with 
& normal capacity to take than a 
quart of fluid. 

In fairness we must credit the beer 
with increasing appetite, in some in- 
dividuals. This stimulation of ap- 
petite may have caused our friend to 
take more food than he would have 
taken ordinarily, and that, of course, 
would bring about a gain in weight. 
Beer doesn’t have this effect in every 
instance, however. In many instances 
it appears that the drinking of a glass 
of beer at or near meal times rather 
destroys the normal appetite so that 
less food is taken than the body needs 
to maintain health and vigor. 

In the earlier stage of cirrhosis of 
the liver many heavy drinkers have 
appeared bloated if not healthily fat, 
and no doubt this bloated, water- 
logged condition was assumed to be 
fat and the assumption led to the 
popular fallacy that beer is tonic and 
fattening. 

As for the notion that lemons cause 
reduction, that is too silly to consider 
seriously. Lemons yield 205 calories 
to the pound compared with oranges 
which yield 240 calories or boiled po- 
tatoes which yield 440 calories per 
pound. The vitamins and minerals in 
oranges or lemon might help to pre- 
vent craving which makes so many 
“break training” when trying to re- 
duce. It has been plausibly suggested 
that the deficiency of minerals and 
vitamins in our customary dietary is 
responsible for the craving which 
makes us eat too much and grow fat. 
In actual practice, however, orange or 
orange juice proves more effective than 
lemon juice or grapefruit juice in a 
rational rednetion regimen.

The investment bankers, in the 
exercise of their precious American 
right to accumulate a surplus, resort- 
ed, as the senate banking committee 
found, to methods which were “vio- 
lative of the most elementary prin- 
ciples of business ethics.’

HOLLYWOOD 
IN PERSON

HOLLYWOOD,>Cal.,. Aug. 9.—The 
problems of Hollywood's extras and 
Hollywood’s communists loom large 
in the news. 

The problem of the extras is still 
to be finally adjusted. The present 
move, which reduces the list of extra 
talent from somewhere around 20,000 
to somewhere around 9,000—roughly 
speaking—apparently throws a num- 
ber of people out of steady work. 

It really does nothing of the kind, 
The move—if it finally goes into prac- 
tice—merely provides 9,000 of the ex- 
tra talent best qualified to ply such 
a trade with more of an opportunity 
to earn a human being’s living than 
they have heretofore had. The cut, 
if put through, will be made on this 
basis. The survivors will be 
who have proved themselves best quali- 
fied for the work from the number of 
calls they have received and the num- 
ber of repeat requests for their 
services. 

It throws into the discard a vast 
number who lived from hand to mouth 
anyhow. Some extra workers have 


admitted to me that they scarcely got 
two days’ work out of each month. 


It is generally conceded in Holly- 
wood that the extras who are dis- 
missed from Central Casting Agency's 
list—should this radical move go into 
effect—will not go home. Once a vic- 
tim to the Hollywood lure, always a 
victim. Extras in Hollywood come 
into the profession. Some of the ex- 
tra players have been seven and eight 
years in service. Earning only extra 
wages, they yet are so used to the 
technique of certain directors that 
they lead a mob unerringly, know the 
ropes so well that they save much 
time and nerve strain. Directors tell 
me that if an extra has anything in 
him it will come to attention in twe 
years’ time. That once a man or 
woman becomes a “professional extra” 
—that is, an extra of over three years” 
duration—he is ruined for any othe# 
work for the remainder of his life. , 


Hollywood's star communists aré 
more of a difficulty. When Officer 
Hynes, of the famous local red squad, 
declared that vast sums of money were 
being given communists by famous 
stars, he neglected one thing. He 
neglected to mention the names of the 
stars providing the money.

Economic Self-Dependence 


Is Goal Set Up 


“Open Door” Neither 
Open Nor Shut as World 
Waits To See How It 
Will Swing. 


(This is the twenty-second in Mr. 
Clarke’s series of articles on the Far 
East.)

HSINKING, Manchukuo-(By Mail) 
The nations of the world, especially 
those with large export trade, are 
watchi the economic situation in 
Manchukuo with no less an eagle eye 
than they are the political develop- 
ments within the new state. 

The answer sought by this wary 
watching is ag to whether the open 
door is going to remain open in Man- 
chukuo, or whether it will be shut, 
with Japanese industrialists and ex- 
porting interests gobbling up the rich 
trade of this fast-developing territory. 

Door Ajar. 

At present the door is neither open 
or shut, but somewhat slightly ajar— 
and sound logic based on physical 
conditions impels the belief that such 
will be its position at least during the 
years in which the new state will be 
coming into its own as a full-fledged 


and fully independent and self-depend- | 


ent nation, 

For this belief there are two con- 
vincing reasons—the natural inclina- 
tion of the Japanese business and in- 
dustrial leaders who are so largely 
responsible for the expansion now go 
ing on in Manchukuo to buy what 
they need from the industries of their 
own country, and the ability of Jap- 
anese industrialists to undersell their 
competitors in the contest for Man- 
chukuoan orders. 

Foreigners Complain. 

Great Britain, the United States 
and other exporting nations are now 
complaining abont the ‘cut-throat 
competition” of the Japanese export- 
ers in practically every large market 
in the world. If the Japanese can 
undersell in these markets many thou- 
sands of miles away from their home- 
Jandy what chance wil! outside bidders 
have for orders from Manchukuo, only 
a few hours’ time away from Japan? 
The answer is a simple “none,” and 
the open door might as well be shut, 
therefore, so far as foreign competi- 
tion as foreign competition is con- 
cerned, 

The great Japanese business inter- 
esis in Manchukuo are frank in ad- 
mitting that the only open tenders 
they ask are those submitted by Jap-

Little Competition. 

As against this condition, both the 
Japanese and Chinese affirm that 
there is little direct competition be- 
tween Japanese commodities and the 
chief export items of other nations, 
especially. in the case of the United 
States, They point out that they 
do not produce automobiles, farm ma- 
chinery or oils and that they must 
import much wood and other raw ma- 
terials, not only for their own indus- 
tries but for the development work 
going on in Manchukuo. 

To further complicate the uncertain 
economic and trade future in Manchu- 
kuo, there looms the practical certain- 
ty that the development of its mag- 
nificent natural resources, and the 
broadening of its industrial activities 
will make the new state, as the years 
go by, less and less a market for 
foreign-manufactured commodities and 
for raw materials of all kinds. 

Variety of Resources. 

Probably no section on the face of 
_the earth has so wide a variety of the 
basic natural resources as has Man- 
churia. It has coal, iron, gold, mar- 
ble, granite, clays of all kinds, a full 
variety of agricultural crops, -with a 
great cash crop in the soy bean, and 
can produce cattle and sheep for meat, 
leather and wool. 

It is signfficant that while the new 
government is driving ahead to com- 
plete its official structure, lighten the 
load of taxation and extend public 
service—a tremendous and exacting 
 tosk—tt is at the same time devoting 
tireless effort to a reconstruction— 
|or perhaps more correctly , to the 
| building—of a sound economic struc- 


| ture, 
Chang in Charge. 
| In direct charge of this all-impor- 
tant work is Chang Yen Ching, min- 
| ister of industry, which includes com- 
|merce, mining and agriculture, for the 
‘new government, It is significant 
that in awarding the various depart- 
| mental posts Chang, one of the keen- 
est minded and generally outstanding 
members of the new government 
‘should have been given the task of 
‘creating a new economic system for 
the country. 
An interview with Minister Chang 
‘is more difficult te secure than one

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 
9.—(/)—If firemen want to form 
‘a union, they should have the right ° 
to do so, says President William 
Green, of the American Federation 
of Labor—buat they would not 

strike. 

“An organization of firemen is 
comparable to a union of mail clerks 
or letter carriers, both of whom 
are organized,” he said. “Firemen 
would not resort to strikes, but 
would advance their interest. in a 
legitimate way.”

Te Develop Resources. 

According to Minister Chang “Man- 
chukuo’s greatest endeavor now, from 
an economic standpoint,.is to so de- 
velop its natural resources as to make 
possible a proper balancing of her ex- 
ports and imports. 

“Endowed by nature with a rich 
supply of varied resources, we can be 
largely self-sufficient with regard to 
many of the major necessities. These 
resources we are now developing so 
that those we have we need not buy 
elsewhere, and so that what we must 
buy from other nations will be bal- 
anced by the sale of our products the 
rest of the world must buy from us. 

“In no respect is our development 

lanned on a competitive basis, where- 

y we would come in commercial con- 
flict with other countries. All that 
we are going to do is to take advan- 
tage of our good fortune in possessing 
natural resources the equal, if not the 
superior, of any other country of 
equal size in the world, so that our 
people will benefit from their fortu- 
nate position in this respect. 
Production Light. 

“The fact that the development of 
a new economic system in Manchuria 
will not upset existing trade condi- 
tions is illustrated by our progress 
with reference to cotton production in 
the southern part of Manchukuo. De- 
spite the fact that we have only four 
cotton mills in Manchukuo—which use 


production is still far too small to ac- 
comodate their needs, and represents 
a small portion of the staple needed 
to supply the demand for cotton tex- 
tiles in Manchukuo. 

“As a cotton producer we never ex- 
pect to be a competitor of America, 
even within our own boundaries, as 
the cotton we will raise will be of the 
short staple variety and. the American 
cotton is long staple. Most of the 
cotton fabrics of the finer grades come 
from Japan, where they are manu- 
factured chiefly of American cotton. 

“So it is with woods. We have 
many extensive forests in the northern 
and eastern section of the country, but 
they are not sufficient to supply all 
of our needs. We are driving toward 
the enlargement of our production of 
coal, iron, wool, meat an dagricul- 
tural products of all kinds, but it will 
be many years before we can expect 
to be self-<lependent. Thus our pro- 
gram cannot disturb existing world 
trade conditions. Our national devel- 
opment program will, on the contrary, 
cause, during the next few years at 
least, an increase in our purchases 
despite our expansion of our own in- 


dustry. 
Bean Leads. 

“Our greatest product is the soy 
bean. e realize that if we are to 
continue to sell it to the balance of 
the world, as the United States sells 
its cotton, we must buy from other 
nations sufficiently to bring about a 
healthy and mutually beneficial bal- 
ance of trade.” 

Five years ago the writer of this 
article spent several weeks in a care- 
ful survey of conditions existing in 
Manchukuo, then under the control of 
Chang Hsueb-liang. In the Japanese 
leased territory and along the line of 
the Japanese-owned South Manchurian 
railroad, fine ports, live cities and in- 
dustrial and agricultural activity were 
in evidence. But outside of this zone 
—a small one in comparison to the 
great size of all Manchuria—there was 
nothing of prosperity or modern de- 
velopment. Government ruled by 
force and graft and nothing was being 
done toward the development of the 
yast and rich natural resources of the 
territory. 

Heading for Power. 

At that time I predicted that “grant- 
ed a reign of peace, and with the 
coming of good government, Man- 
churia, increasing in population at the 
rate of more than 1,000,000 a year, 
is destined in another quarter of a 
century to become, next to Japan, the 
dominating influence in the far east.” 

Su statements as the one here 
preserited from Minister Chang reveal 
how far along the way Manchuria is 
to the goal of that prediction of five 
years ago—a progress accomplished 
during the two years that have passed 
since the Mudken incident. 

If the earnest efforts of the Chi- 
nese and Japanese leaders who are 
now laboring day and night toward 
the creation of a new and self-suffi- 
cient nation are successful, and if the 
dread oriental spector of graft in pub- 
lie office can be kept down, it will 
be much less than the predicted quar- 
ter of a century before Manchukuo 
wields a powerful influence over far 
eastern affairs, both economic and po- 
litical. 

In view of the tremendous progress 
of the past five years, the next five 
and ten-year periods in Manchuria are 
likely to witness a development, and 
a spiritual awakening among a popu- 
lation of 30,000,000 people, that have 
never been surpassed in history.

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GREEN ACTS TO REOPEN 
HARRIMAN MILLS CASE 


Labor Federation Head To 
Confer With Johnson on 
Saturday. 


ATLANTIC CITY, Aug. 9.—()}— 
Pressing for action on demands that 
an agreement satisfactory to labor be 
made in the Harriman (Tenn.) Hos- 
iery Mills case, President William 
Green, of the American Federation of 
Labor, arranged today to confer with 
General Hugh 8. Johnson in Washing- 
ton Saturday. 

Green summoned the labor advisory 
board of the NRA to confer with 
Johnson at 10 a. m. and said he would 


present at the meeting the attitude 
of the executive council of the labor 
federation on the Harriman case. 

The executive council in session here 
on Tuesday urged Johnson to “repudi- 
ate” the action of A. R. Glancy. di- 
visional compliance representative, 
who ordered the Blue Eagle restored 
to the Harriman company, which had 
been charged with violating the collec- 
wae provisions of the 
Green said the agreement under 
which the Blue Hagle was restored 
was unsatisfactory to labor, and the 
case would be used as a test of sec- 
tion 7-A of the NRA which guaran- 
teed workers the right to organize and 
to engage in collective bargaining. 

A warning that hours of labor must 
be shortened or industry must be 
taxed for care of the unemployed was 
sounded by Matthew Woll, vice presi- 
dent of the federation. 

Woll, who said labor was “in sym- 
pathy” with much done under the 
NRA, asserted the principles on which 
NRA was founded “must in some way 
be continued” when the recovery act 
expires next June. 

Addressing the Atlantic City Ki- 
wanis Club, Woll, who is attending a 
10-day session of the federation’s ex- 
ecutive council, reviewed “with appre- 
henson” changes in governments 
abroad, and expressed the hope Amer- 
ican industry would build a prosper- 
ous nation “not upon the conditions 
and life of the peoples abroad, but 
upon conditions and life at home.”

(P)—Alfred Lastinger’s attempt to 
cross the Atlantic ocean in a 10-foot 
Sailboat ended today 20 miles north

FROM LOG TO OCEAN LINER. 
X—“Super-Liners.” 

When I read. not very long ago, 
that. the Leviathan was to be taken 
out of Atlantic service, I was ra- 
ther sorry; for I used the great boat 
on a voyage to Europe in 1928 and 
while on board met interesting peo- 
ple who have remained my friends. 


The length of the Normandie is 
than the height of the Empire State 
building. 

The Leviathan is a German-built 
boat which was launched before the 
World War. At ‘first it was called the 
Vateriand, but the name was changed 
when it was-taken over by the United 


4 States. At an expense of millions of 


dollars, it was reconditioned by the 
American government and was fitted 
to hold 3,800 passengers besides a 
crew of 1.700. It is one of the ex- 


tremely large boats of the present | 


time.

The «Majestic. which is even longer | 


than the Leviathan. is the largest 
liner in actual service: but soon it 
is to give place to the Normandie. 
Noted liners of the present are 
speedy as well as large. Many can 
cross the Atlantic ocean in Jess than 
six days: and some have done it in 
less than five days. Five years azo, 
the North German Liosd liner, 


Bremen, broke all previous records 
between Cherbourg, France, and New 
York, making more than 3,100 miles 
in four days and 17 hours. The Eu- 
ropa later made New York-Cherbourg 
trips well under five days; and last 
August the Italian liner Rex won 
fame by traveling from Gibraltar to 
Ambrose light, New York harbor, in 
four days and not quite 14 hours. 


A Quebec-to-Cherhbourg record was 
set up last summer when the Em- 
nress of Britain made the voyage in 
four days, seven and one-half hours. 
This was not such a long voyage 4% 
the Rex made, but it was an example 
of high speed for the sea, 

The super-liner Normandie was 
launched in 1922, but troubles hage 
kept it from getting into Atlantic serv- 
ice. My latest word is that the own- 
ers expect it to cross the Atlantic 
the coming year. in the month of 
June.

I was so excited over it that I caught 
the rest of the game without once 
worrying about the fact I never got 
a turn at bat. After that they let me 
catch regularly for the big team.” 

Robinson, when he entered profes- 
sional ball, was one of the first catch- 
ers to work behind the batsman. One 
day he tried out a new “chest pro- 
tector’ by having a pitcher throw 
the ball as hard as possible and let- 
ting the new-fangled contraption ab- 
sorb the blow. 

“The next thing I knew,” recalled 
Robbie, “‘a great big glass-blower was 
trying to blow breath in my lungs 
to save my life.” 

Robinson caught some of the great 
pitchers of his day, including Kid 
Gleason, McMahon and Joe Corbett 
of the Orioles. He developed others, 
among them “Iron Man” Joe McGin- 
hity, Rube Marquard and Dazzy 
Vance. He rated Vance as the great- 
est pitchér in baseball biasoty great- 
er than Christy Mathewson but add- 
ed: “The game is getting bigger and 
better and some day you'll see a 
guper-V ince.” 

A BIG YELL. 

Robbie brought forth a yell from 
the old guard when he flatly declared 
the New York Yankees of Babe 
Ruth’s prime a: the greatest team 
he ever saw. “The old gang will 
hang me when they hear about this,” 
chuckled Robbie, “but the old Orioles, 
good as they were, did not class with 
the Yankees for crashing power or 
for pitching.” 

Incidentally, Robinson came as close 
to being manager of the Yankees a 
dozen years ago as his bosom crony, 
Coloné! T. L. Huston, then half- 
owner of the New York club, could 
make it. Huston wanted Robinson to 
replace Miller Huggins but Colonel 
Jacob Ruppert, co-owner, refused to 
agree to any change. The upshot was 
that Ruppert bought out Huston’s 


half-interest in 1923 after refusing to)

LINVILLE, N. G.. Aug. 9.—(P)-— 
Ashby Taylor. of the Capital City 
Gun Club, Atlanta, today shot two 
perfect rounds of 25 out of 25 to 
set a record at the skeet club here. 
Taylor also broke 97 out of 100 
birds. 


Out in Humptulips, Washington, in 
the early years of this present cen- 
tury, collectors were scanning the 


earth and water for specimens of a 
new species of frog that had been 
described from there in the last days 
of the nineties. In 1897 a frog was 
found that was different from any- 
thing that the collector had ever seen 
before. This specimen was sent to Dr. 
Leonhard Stejneger at the United 
States National Museum for identifi- 
cation. Dr. Stejneger had never seen 
anything like it either, so it was de- 
scribed as a new species, under the 
name Ascaphus truei Stejeger. The 
animal has a set of ribs, which im- 
mediately places it as intermediate 
between the salamanders and frogs. 
although to all external appearances 
it is still a frog. Since the absance 
of ribs characterizes the rest of 
the frogs, we must recognize thig one 
as a separate sub-order. 

After the discovery of this species, 
Dr. Stejneger made a careful study 
of the bell-toads, as they are known, 
and decided that from their known 
distribution the center of origin must 
have been southeast of the Himalayas, 
although at the time of his publication 
on this theory no species of this

bell-toad, Bombina maxima, from the 
province of Yunnan! This, mind you, 
less than a month “After the appear- 
ance of Dr. Stejneger’s theory. 


Such occurrences set in the crown 
of science are apt to set us all 
aflame with the idea that the theory 
is the thing. Never was a trap deeper 
or more certain to capture the un- 
wary. One should always reserve his 
theories until he has reached the ri 
ness of experience that was r. 
Stejneger’s, even over 30 years ago. 
Dr. Sejneger, by tke way. is still 
at his desk and laboratory in the na- 
tional museum, where he is head cu- 
rator of biology. He is assisted by 
Miss Doris Cochran, and the two of 
them make a splendid team. Any in- 
formation you may want on tropical 
herpetology should be adareuned to 
them. You will get an answer. 

Exploration of the region about 
Humptoulips has resulted in the dis- 
covery of enough specimens to extend 
the range of our bell-toad into Cal- 
ifornia and Montana. It is found in 
the Olympic mountains, where an in- 
digenous salamander, hyacotriton 
olympicus (Gaige) was discovered a 
few years ago.

The second dish on the menu which 
Mr. Berry had requested was the 
fried chicken. Nancy had a number 
of ways of preparing this delicious 
meat. Her choice was determined 
largely by the age and weight of the 
chicken. At this time of the year the 
chickens were beyond the broiler stage 
so she had to do more than put them 
under the broiler flame, brushing them 
meanwhile with melted butter or oil. 

She knew there were certain basic 
rules for good fried chicken regard- 
less of the final method employed. 
First, high temperature at first to 
brown the surface. This takes but 
a-short time. Then comes the low 


—_— 


temperature to finish the cooking and 
to keep the meat tender. . The first 
part is always done in an uncovered 
pan. The second part calls for a cov- 
ered dish if tender, juicy, soft crusted 
meat is wanted. Without a cover put 
on the container for the second part 
of the cooking the crust remains crisp 
and stays golden brown. 

Nancy. obtained the golden crust 
either by rolling the pieces of chicken 
cut. for frying into slightly beaten 
eggs, sifted crumbs or flour and then 
in egg and then again in a‘ deep bat- 
‘ter. Or ghe dipped the pieces in a 
deep batter. This method called for 
deep fat frying. 

The batter she used called for 1 
cup flour, 1 egg, 3-4 cup milk and 
1 1-2 teaspoons salt. Put all ingre- 
dients together and beat until smooth. 
Dip pieces of chicken in batter and 
then fry in «deep fat. Have tempera- 
ture of this 375 degrees or hot enough 
to brown a one-inch cube of bread in 
45. seconds. The larger pieces wiil 
cook in 14 to 17 minutes. The small- 
er and thinner ones in less time. For 
deep fat frying the chicken must be 
a fryer. just past the young and ten- 
der broiler stage.

_ NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—(UP)—An 
inflation vehicle, with the brakes part- 
ly Spyies, rolled through Wall Street 
oday. 

The result served traders with a 
tantalizing problem tonight, namely: 

“How long and how far will it go?” 

Wall Street for days had waited in 
hopefulness for President Roosevelt's 
speech at Green Bay, Wis. But it 
was a disconsolate crowd which wait. 
el around the radios in downtown 
brokerage offices and heard the speech 
which brought no particular cheer to 
the speculative forces. Just about 
that time there came the announce- 
ment that the administration had na- 
tionalized silver at 50.01 cents a troy 
ounce, 

The “Street's” emotions were par- 
alyzed for a period. Almost nothing 
happened in the market. Government 
bonds came back from heavy lows— 
a move which indicated belief that no 
inflation was contemplated—and then 
things started to happen. The dollar 
dropped. Commodities went up. 
Stocks suddenly came to life under 
leadership of metal shares. Govern- 
ment bonds started plunging. 
INFLATION VEHICLE. 


The inflation vehicle was well in 
control and remained so until the 
final hour on the government bond 
market when prices bounded back, pos 
sibly through government support, 
United States government trading in- 
cidentally totaled $21,760,000 for the 
day with $14,600,000 coming in the 
final hour. 

Thus the action of the government 
bond market furnished a brake on the 
careening inflation fever in the Street. 
_ Tonight traders were a little skep- 
tical. Several wondered if the move 
today was not just a brief fling. They 
depended on tomorrow's opening hours 
for part of the answer. Many were 
remaining cautiously on the sidelines 
pending that hour but if full infla- 
tion is in force, the stock market— 
and commodities—are bound to shoot 
forward for a period. 

MARKET FACTORS. 


Meanwhile factors underlying the 
market tonight include: 

The grain markets. Tomorrow the 
government crop report is to be made. 
Traders in this district believe the 
report will be extremely bullish, par- 
ticularly on corn. They also poin 
out that the condition will be as o 
August 1, whereas the damage has} 
worsened since that time. 

Alfred P. Sloan Jr., president of 
General. Motors, in a message to stocke 
holders said the big need now was 
for reduced prices so as to bring a4 
greater buying power, 

Railroad bonds continue heavy, ree 
flecting reduced freight traffic in the 
past month. Although railroad stocks 
picked up perceptibly today, there has 
been no indication that rails have yet 
established a plan for cance - reve- 
nues. Some of the gains in the rail 
groups today partly could be attribut- 
ed to short covering in view of the 
inflation markets. 

Trading volume increased notice- 
ably. a cheering sign for the brokers, 
but there is little indication of wheth- 
er this will continue. Metals pro- 
vided the chief medium of trading 
and this was true on the Toronto 
exchange where silver mining shares 


soared.
